such real estate thus acquired 
and not necessary for such im- 
' provements, with reservations 
concerning the future use and 
occupation of such real estate, 
so as to protect such public 
works and improvements, and 
their environs, and to preserve 
the view, appearance, light, air 
and usefulness of such public 
works"; now therefore, be it 


Resolved by the Senate, the 


Assembly concurring, That the 
foregoing proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the State 
of Wisconsin be, and the same 
is .hereby-agreed to by this 
Legislature.

THE BUDGET. 


The budget presented by the com- 
ion council will bear close inspec- 
ion. and the more carefully it Is stud- 
ed the more will the fact be appreci- 
ted that every effort has been made 
o serve the city intelligently. 


The new assessment places the 
roperty valuation at $15,000,000. The 
iidget calls for $159,000, or a trifle 
>ver one per cent of the assessed valu- 
ation. This is not extravagant and 
vill not be so considered by the tax- 
jayers. 
The budget last year 
called for 


1154.500 on.a valuation of about $10, 
100,000. This, on a percentage basis, 
•epresents more than one and a half 
per cent. This means a. more equita- 
fle distribution of city taxes and a 
ighter individual assessment on prop 
erty at its assessed valuation. 


The budget includes an item of 


>25,000 for sewer and bridge bonds. 
This is a debt that, the present cpun- 


had nothing to do with, but it 


should be cheerfully paid because the 
inprovements were needed and are of 
lasting benefit to the city. 


If the council made any mistake 'in 


their estimate, it was not along the'j 
ine of extravagance, but rather o£ 
economy, which in the end is waste- 
ful.In-view of the report Just made by 
the state school inspector, it is very 
vident that some of our school build- 
ings' are in a- deplorable condition, and 
a liberal appropriation is needed to 
make them sanitary and wholesome. 


A false idea of economy is responsi- 


ble for these conditions., which would 
not exist had we provided proper 
funds when needed.' The school board 
was obliged to beg for a meagre ap- 
propriation, and then only secured 
half the .money/ .necessary for the 
work.
